In selecting a portion of the Scrip­ 
ture upon life subject of thanksgiving 
we naturally turn to the Psalms.

The most popular form of com­ 
mission government in this country 
is to elect a half dozen or more com­ 
missioners, who take the place of the 
city council. These men select a man 
to be may or and pay him a salary . 
The may or has the responsibility of 
the whole city government and can. 
be removed whenever the people get 
dissatisfied with him. In the event that 
the city government does any thing 
displeasing 10 per cent of the voters 
may petition,for a new election or for 
a trial nf the chief ex ecutive, and if 
he is found guilty he is ousted. Elec­ 
tions are held whenever the 
people 
feel like they wanted one. There are 
no nominations and the people simply 
vote for the man they think best fitted 
for the place. 
A good many 
people 
would bo 
glad of the chance to try this form of 
government for amusement purposes 
or to -while away the time, but they 
would object to having it forced up­ 
on them by the legislature. It is prob­ 
able that public sentiment throughout 
the State will prevent the legislature 
passing a law making the commission 
form of government obligatory ’, but 
the general assembly may pass a law 
that will make this form of govern­ 
ment optional.

general public of the methods of the 
swindlers, as the swindled dare not 
“peach” because they have been im­ 
plicated in a scheme to defraud the 
government. 
A special circular recently sent out 
by the secret service department de­ 
scribes the work of 
the 
swindlers. 
Circulars in imitation of typewritten 
letters are systematically sent broad­ 
cast through the United States by 
these gangs of swindlers yiii > are lo­ 
cated in the larger cities, principally 
New York offering to sell duplicates 
of money in various denominations at 
attractive prices and a form o f ci­ 
pher telegram is also sent. 
If this is answered by the receiver 
a second letter is sent ereloring what 
purports to be a sample of flu- dupli­ 
cate notes, but which is jt genuine $1 
bill. 
Then if negotiations are actu­ 
ally opened the prospective'victim is 
shown a quantity of genuine money 
which he is told is counterfeit and is 
allowed to seek-t the amount he is to 
purchase. 
The usual price paid is $5000 for 
$500. 
With the victim going with 
$5,000 of genuine money it looks like 
the swindler would come >ut «•hurt, 
but he rem arks to the victim he would 
be suspected if he carries the pack­ 
age in the open and requests him to 
give them the package to put in . va­ 
lise which they will loan him. 
While the roll is in the hands of 
the swindler changing the packages 
the money is slipped out and a dupli­ 
cate package of waste paper cut out 
the size of the bills is substituted but 
the victim is never the wiser until he 
returns home. 
His eyes are opened 
too late when he gets home. 
Though these violations 
do

come under the jurisdiction of the 
secret sen ice, the agents watch such 
cases.
